300 Await Trial. 


The Menemen prisons are 
crammed with 300 suspects await- 
ing.trial by military courts. Among 
these are dervishes suspected 
demoralizing Turkish girls, many 
of whom have been found through- 
out Smyrna Province tattooed with 
mystic dervish emblems and mot- 
toes such as “Thou art my god- 
dess."’ 


Sheik Essad, 96 years.old, and 
known as the Rasputin of Turkey 
because of his unusual influence 
over women, was one of those c 
demned to be hanged, but he ch 
ed the gallows with a natural dea 
in’ his cell last week. His son, the 
Priest Ali, aged 64, was one of 
those hanged today.

While Senator Ropinson (Dem.), 
Arkansas, leader of the fight for a 
$25,000,000 appropriation to the 
Red Cross, was again assailing the 
administration in the Senate cham- 
ber, the President was issuing a 
formal statement upholding the 
principle of relief through private* 
effort. He promised that if pri- 
vate charity should fdil to meet 
the situation, he would “ask the 
aid of every resource of the Fed- 
eral. Government.” 

Issuance of the statement by the 
President at his noon mpage 7 
4 the reporters followed a conv 
| tion: che. over the 
table this morning with Senator | 
Watson of Indiana, the Republican 
Senate leader. 

Watson is understood to . have 
told the President that he bee 
have to accept some kind of com- 
promise in order to avert am extra 
session of Congress rae the fourth 
of March. 

In the Senate chasdeee Robin- 
son presented several telegrams 
from his state to the general effect 
that even the limited objective of 
the $45,000,000 feed and seed loan 
bill was not*being realized, 

“The restrictions in the act and 
the reguiations issued under it,” 
commented Robinson, “are such 
that little benefit from it can be 
expected.”

Hearings on the tax bill would 
end Friday night, Jones announced 
at a meeting of the House Survey 
committee last night, and no argu- 
ments either against or for it would 
be hearde after that time. 

Under this plan the bill can be 
engré@ssed in the House early next 
week and passed by the end of 
wext week. After passage by the 
House it will go to the Senate for 
action. 

The failure of business interests, 
which will be affected by the huge 
increase proposed and by the com- 
panion bills for an increase in the 
corporation income tax from one 
per cent to one and one-half per 
cent and for doubling the corpora- 
tion franchise tax, to appear at the 
hearing last night gave rise to a 
report that they would not attempt 
to block passage of the bills in the 
House, but woujJd concentrate their 
opposition in the Senate. However, 
two additional hearings are set for 
this week, one tomorrow and one 
on Friday. 

Demands Quick Action. 

Jones, as chairman of the Sur- 
vey Committee of the House, and as 
author of the bills, said there was 
no intention to prevent a full hear- 
ing on the merits of the bills, but 
that the committee would not per- 
mit them to be delayed. 

“There will be no last minute 
rush for a hearing with the fre- 
quently heard request for a contin- 
uance of 10 days or two wéeks,” he 
said. “‘We have given adequate no- 
tice that there would be three hear- 
ings this week. If necessary we 
will also hold afternoon hearings, 
but Friday is the last day for any- 
body to appear, either for or 
against these tax bills.” 

At the hearing last night, Jones 
called for the names of any who 
wished to be heard against’ the 
bills. There was no response. He 
then explained the income tax bill 
in detail, his analysis being along 
the line of that in the Post-Dis- 
patch a week ago when the bill 
was introduced. Sidney Stephens, 
introduced as chairman of the As- 
sociated Tax-Payers’ League of Co. 
lumbia, followed with an argument 
for the entire Survey Commission 
program, repeating the arguments 
which he has delivered on other 
occasions and which have also 
been sent out by Theodore Gary 
of Macon, chairman of the Survey 
Commission. 

It may be expected that the 
bills will pass the House, but their 
fate in the Senate is by no means 
certain. 

The early effort on the legisla- 
tion to carry out the program is 
being directed toward getting the 
taxation increase bills through the 
two houses, as the entire plin of 
the commiesion résts on the in- 
creased revenue of approximately 
$16,000,000 a year. which it hat’ 
been estimated would result from 
the graduated income tax rate. 
reaching as high as 5% per cent 
on incomes in excess of $19,000,- 
000, the doubling of the corpora- 
tion franchise tax and the 1% per 
cent increase in the corporation in- 
come tax rate. 

If the bills containing those in- 
creases should be defeated, or the 
inerease in proposed rates be ma- 
terially reduced, it would be impos- 
sible to carry out the plans for 
spending $192,000,000 in 12 years 
on the public school; and State in- 
stitutions. Nothing would Ye 
gaihed by passing the bills for the 
expenditures unless the revenue to 
meet them be provided.

OE OF GOULD HERS 


Her Father Was Late George 
Jay Gould, Railway 
Magnate.

LONDON, Feb. 3.—Lady Decies, 


the former Helen Vivien Gould, 
daughter of the late George Jay 
Gould_of Néw York, railway mag- 


nate, died in London this morn- 
ing. She was 39 years old and had 
been ill.three weeks. Death came 
in a London nursing home. Be- 
sides her husband she left three 
children, a son and two daugh- 
ters. 


Lady Decies was a granddaugh- 
ter of Jay Gould, whose spectacu- 
lar rise from surveyer,to financial 
potentate stirred America in the 
days after the Civil War. 

She married Baron Decies in 
1911 when 19 years old. 

On her honeymoon she attracted 
attention by smoking a cigarette at 
the railroad station in Brunswick, 
Ga. 

Her reception at the British 
court was a triumph. She ap- 
peared before the King and Queen 
in a white satin gown embroidered 
in diamonds, pearis and crystals 
and a train rich with silver lilies 
and ermine. There followed a se- 
ries of balls, dinners and other so- 
cial events to which the elite of 
London thronged. 

During the World War she was 
active in Red Cross work in Lon- 
don. In 1914 a@ report circulated 
that she had been injured by a 
German air bomb at Dunkirk, but 
this proved untrue, 

Her husband, Joh? Graham 
Hope de la Poer Beresford, the 
fifth Baron Decies; was once a 
Lieutenant - Colonel commanding 
the South Irish Horse, and from 
1916 to 1919 was chief press cen- 
sor for Ireland. 

Since the war she had been a 
great traveler, making several ad- 
venturous trips with her husband 
into West Africa and other parts 
of the world. 

Lady Decies was one of the 
heirs to the $75.000,000 Gould for- 
tune, over which legal fights raged 
for years. ™

destitute women and. children 
aboard the sloop as was possible. 

From eyewitnesses there were sto- 
ries of men and women dying in the 
streets under falling masonry or 
trapped in their homes as the fire 
crept toward them. Citizens, seek- 


ing refuge in parked cars, were 
crushed by toppling walls. 

This morning 1000 homeless per- 
sons were trying to sleep on the 
beach at Napier or on the plains 
around the other ruined towns, 
afraid to seek shelter in such build- 
ings as still stood, lest they, too, 
collapsed. 

Under the leadership of British 
sailors, rescue work was well or- 
ganized at Napier before dark and 
help was being sent te all the suf- 
fering communities by land and 
sea. 

Two warships, with large staffs 
of doctors and nurses and plentiful 
medical supplies, were steaming un- 
der forced draft from Aukland, and 
other parties were hurrying from 
the nearest towns. 

Veronica Skipper’s Report. 

“T have just returned from a 
Compete inspection of this town,” 
the commander of the Veronica 
wirelessed from Napier. “Prac- 
tically every stone building has 
been déstroyed and in many cases 
they are blazing furiously. 

“Hundreds of frame buildings 
have been wrecked and because the 
water supply has failed we have 
been unable to cope with the 
flames. 

“I have organized a food depot 
and my crew are policing the 
streets. We are setting up an X-ray 


station, for many -hundreds have 
been injured. .- 
“All the destitute women and 


children have been taken aboard 
the Veronica.” , 

It was feared that 14 boys had 
been killed in the collapse of a 
building connected with the tech- 
nical school at Napier. 

In a Hastings department store 
the searchers found 16 prisgners 
pinned under the . masonry and’ 
work began immediately to free 
them before the remaining walis 
could fall in. 

One man finally was rescued aft- 
er having been trapped for nine 
hours. A weakeried wall fell on 


another, breaking 7 legs and his 
back.

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SENATE REJECTS ONE 
WICKERSHAM POINT 


Votes Down Plan to Give 
Doctors Free Hand on Pree 
scriptions in D. of CG 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. %.—The 

Senate still is cold to the Wicker- 

sham Commission's recommenda- 


tion that phyéscians be given a free 
hand in the prescription of liquor. 

A proposal to lift the present 
restrictions, insofar as they apply 
to the District of Columbia, was 


defeated yesterday by a vote of 45 
to 25. A move to reconsider this 
vote also was defeated, 39. to 29. 

The proposition was in the form 
of an amendment by Hawes of 
Missouri to the District of Colum- 
bia enforcement act sponsored by 
Senator Howell (Rep.), Nebraska. 
Debate indicated many of the Sen- 
ators were viewing the matter 
from the national aspect rather 
than as a local issue. 

The anti-prohibitiontsts, incident- 
ally, pointed out the minority fa- 
voring the amendment was the 
largest recorded for liberalization 
of the prohibition laws since en- 
actment of the eighteenth amend- 
ment 

Today the Senate expected to lay 
the bill aside again to consider 
another of the pending supply bills, 
but other amendments awaited 
votes, among them one.by Senator 
Bingham (Rep.), Connecticut, un- 
der which doctors would be per- 
mitted to prescribe alcoho! in the 
form of beer or ale as well as 
whisky and wine. Present limita- 
tions as to quantity of alcohol pre- 
scribed would govern. 

Before laying aside the Howell 
bill yesterday the Senators did 
take from it the most controversial 
feature, a drastic provision for the 
search of private homes to or from 
which liquor Nad been transported. 
An amendment was adopted, re- 
garded by some almost as strin- 
gent, which would permit search in 
homes used for liquor manufac. 
ture or storage for sale.

Query on Extent of Space Foolish

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 3.— 
Science cannot help man save civ- 
ilization, “only man’s own deter- 
mination can solve the problem,” 
Says Prof. Albert Einstein in the 
Yale News. 

The student paper submitted 15 
questions to Einstein, all of which 
he answered, although in reply to 
one he said: “The question is not 
sensible”’ Some of the questions 
and answers follow: 

Q.—‘What influence will the new 
200-inch telescope and Dr. Albert 
A. Michelson’s determination of the 
speed of light have on solving the 
vastness of space?’ A.—‘‘The 200- 
inch telescope will certainly have 
influence to help us to know some- 
thing about that part of the uni- 
verse which can be reached. The 
determination of the speed of light 
by Michelson does not have the 
purpose of helping us in the inves- 
tigation of the universe, only to 
make better meastirements of a 
constant of nature.” 

Q.—‘‘Will the present cosmic ray 
research help in combining the 
theory of gravitation and electro- 
magnetism?” A.—‘‘Until now we 
are not certain as to the source or 
nature of the cosmic rays, and we 
cannot see in this domain a basis 
for a theoretical investigation up to 
the present.’’ 

Q.—‘Will you make and scienti- 
fic announcements of present re- 
search projects before leaving Pas- 
adena?’’ A.—‘Prof. Einstein will 
speak about the present status of 
relativity with his colleagues at 
this institute as far as possible.”

A.—‘This is, 
of course, possible.” 

Q.—"Do you think the theory 
of relativity will be extended to 
include both gravitation and elec- 
tro-magnetic phenomena?” A.— 
“This question is the main problem 
at present of the relativity theory, 
and interesting possibilities have 
been found for its solution, but it 
is still uncertain if the ways which 
have been tried will be success- 
ful.’”’ 

Q.—"Are gravitation, light, elec- 
tricity and electro-magnetism dif- 
ferent forms of the same thing? 
What is their relation?” A.— 
“Prof. Einstein thinks that the lat- 
ter of those questions can only be 
answered by a.complete theory 
and the first of the two questions 
expressed the program which is at 
present engaging his efforts. Prof. 
Einstein is working on such a uni- 
fied mathematical theory of these 
phenomena. sa 


Stability of Universe. 


Q.—“Do you hold that the uni- 
verse is static, or is it possible 
that it changes in size and den- 
sity?” A.—‘“It is certain from the 
start ‘that the universe is not pre- 
cisely static in detail because we 
observe things changing in it, but 
for the general structure of the 
universe as a whole the simplest 
assumption to make would be that 
it was of a static nature. The new 
observations of Hubble and Huma- 


son concerning the red shift in 


the light from the nebulae make 
the presumption near that the 
general structure of the universe 
is not static and theoretical inves- 
tigations have been made by Le 
Maitre and Tolman which made 
such a view fit well into the gen- 
eral theory of relativity.” 
Q.—‘Will you explain what you 
think is the nature of light—that 
is, as to the wave or corpuscular 
theory?” A.—‘‘We know certainly 
today that light has some proper- 
ties which make it conform to a 
wave theory and also some which 
make it conform to a corpuscular 
theory. The modern quantum 
mechanism makes an attempt to 
unite the two points of view. Also 
ini the case of matter where a sim- 
ilar problem as to corpuscular or 
wave nature arises the new quan- 
tum mechanics has a similar task.” 
Q.—“Do you think it will ever 
be possible co determine the size 
of the universe—that is space?” 
A.—"The question is not sensible, 
because the idea of size is already 
implied in the word space.”

TRIP - TO - MOON EXPERIMENT 
FAILS WHEN ROCKET EXPLODES 


Three Injured on Top of Mount 
Redorta Where Dr. Lyon Was 
to Make Tests.

VIENNA, Feb. 3.—A rocket ex- 
periment which its author hoped 
might lead eventually to a trip to 
the moon has ended with the 
premature explosion of the rocket 
on top of Mount Redorta with in- 
juries to three persons.

SUPPORT FOR BILLS 
TO PREVENT WAGE 
CTS ON US OBS 


Administrat‘on Now Back- 
ing Legislation It Op- 
posed Before Discovery 
of Drastic Reductions.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Legis- 
lation to prevent wage-cutting on 
future government construction jobs 
is moving rapidly toward a vote in 
each House of Congress. The ad- 
ministration, afters blocking similar 
legislation a few weeks ago, has 
completely reversed its attitude and 
is now supporting the pending 
measures. This change resulted 
from the discovery that wages are 
being drastically reduced on more 
than a score of Government proj- 


ects, in violation of President 
Hoover’s public pledge. 

A bill before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Manufactures which Chair- 
man La Follette expects to report 
this week, provides that when any 
contractor engaged on a Govern- 
ment job is accused of paying low- 
er wages than the scale prevailing 
in his locality, the Secretary of La- 
bor shall act as an arbitrator and 
his decision shall be binding on 
both sides. The terms of this bill 
would be incorporated in future 
contracts. An identical bill is be- 
fore the House Committee on La- 
bor. 

The provisions would not apply 
to contracts. already let, nor to 
those on which bids have been sub- 
mitted. They would apply only to 
contracts on which bids are re- 
ceived beginning 30 days after the 
enactment of the legislation. Thus, 
they will fail to touch most of the 
projects recently authorized by 
Congress for purposes of emerg- 
ency relief. Moreover, the measure 
contains no clause providing penal- 
ties for violation, although it is as- 
sumed the Government can deal 
with contractors who violate their 
contracts. 

Couzens’ Warning Borne Out. 


Because of its mildness the pend- 
ing bill does not wholly mieet the 
desires of labor, but since the ad- 
ministration has served notice that 
it will withdraw its support if the 
measure is amended, labor officials 
are urging passage in its present 
form. 

When the bill appropriating 
$116,000,000 for public construction 
came before the Senate a few weeks 
ago, that body adopted an amend- 
ment offered by Senator Couzens 


(Rep.), Michigan, requiring con- 
tractors to pay prevailing wage 
scales. Opposition on the part of 


administration leaders in the House 
caused the amendment to be strick- 
en out. 

Couzens asserted that the effect 
would pe to “furnish contractors 
with a fund of $116,000,000 to be 
used in breaking wage scales all 
over the country,” but President 
Hoover immediately issued a state- 
ment declaring that the Govern- 
ment was maintaining wage scales 
on Government contracts “at pre- 
depression levels,” and would con- 
tinue to do so. 

Since then evidence accumulated 
by labor officials tends to bear out 
the Michigan Senator's warning. It 
shows that wages have been dras- 
tically cut on a farge number of 
Government projects, the reduc- 
tions in some instances exceeding 
50 per cent. Moreover, inquiries 
revealed that department heads ap- 
parently had not been notified of 
the policy announced by the Presi- 
dent, and that they were without 
legal authority to carry it out if 
they had been notified. 


Instances of Wage Cutting. 


Soon after the President's state- 
ment was made, Senator Capper 
(Rep.), Kansas, complained to Sec- 
retary of War Hurley that contrac- 
tors engaged on the construction of 
barracks at Fort Riley had indulged 
in wage-cutting, in violation of the 
President’s pledge. The Secretary 
replied that his department had no 
authority to stipulate wages, and 
that it would be “impossible” to 
take any action in the matter. 

In a lefter to President Hoover, 
John J. Gleason, secretary of the 
Bricklayers’, Masons’ and Plaster- 
ers’ Union, has complained of re- 
ductions in the following instances: 

Contractor engaged in the con- 
struction of barracks at Langley 
Field, Virginia, has reduced the 
wages of masonry mechanics 
from $1.50 an hour to 75 cents. 

Contractor constructing apart- 
ments at Fort Monroe, Va., re- 
duced wages of masonry mechan- 
ics from $1.50 an’ hour to $1.25, 
with the express approval of As- 
sistant Secretary of War Payne. 

Contractors engaged on army 
construction projects at Maxwell 
Field, Alabama, and Fort Bragg, 
North Carolina, have made uni- 
form reductions in the wages of 
all skilled mechanics. 

Wages of building trades me- 
chanics working on the addition 
to the Federal Reserve Bank 
Building at Richmond, Va., have 
been reduced as much as 50 per 
cent.

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SAYS RAIL RATES 
HINDER PROGRESS 
UF MIDDLE WEST 


Ex-Congressman Newton 
Replies to Attack on Ex- 
pansion of. Waterway 
System.

Newton in an address at today’s 
luncheon of the Zxecutives’ Club 
at Hotel Statler. 

Newton's aggressiveness became 
matter of national knowledge in his 
eight years as leader of the river 
bloc in Congress. Since his re- 


tirement from Congress he has 
been general counsel of the Missis- 
sippi Valley Association, which rep- 
resents shippers in 26 states be- 
tween the Rockies and the Alle- 
ghenies. 

He dwelt on rate walls which 
had barred this section from com- 
petition with seaboard industries, 
thriving on the advantages of in- 
expensive water transportation 
and thereby choked the growth of 
micwestern industry. The railroads 
had failed to destroy that wall, he 
declared, and, having failed, could 
not fairly deprive the Middle West 
of another form of transportation 
that might succeed. 

He went down the line of recent 
railroad attacks, countering each in 
turn with facts from official rec- 
ords. To the charge that river 
transportation, figuring in the in- 
terest on Goveernment channel ex- 
penditures, was more costly than 
rail, he cited the country’s only 
completed waterway, the Monon- 
gahela, which saves shippers every 
year on freight rates $10,000,000 
more than the entire cost of the 
channel. 

Railroad Subsidies. 

To the assertion that land grant 
subsidies of railroads were of little 
value except that conferred by rail- 
road development, he replied with 
a contradictory railroad advertise- 
ment of 1871, Interior Department 
figures of 1915 indicating subsidies 
had amounted to $395,293,376 even 
at Government rates, and Land Of- 
fice figures showing 62,249 acres 
in 10 states had been certified or 
patented on account of railroad 
grants last year. 

He aprilied to railroads the 
financial scheme used by railroad 
men in deprecating waterways— 
charging them with interest on 
Government subsidies. He men- 
tioned the assertion that railroads 
had more than paid for land grants 
by hauling mail and soldiers at re- 


duced rates, and exploded it wit 


Postoffice and War Department 
figures showing that such returns 
to the Government amounted to 
less than one-third of the interest’ 
alone. 

“What the Mississippi Valley 
needs more than all else is industry 
in the midst of agriculture,” said 
Newton. “We need more factories 
and shops and mills to give em- 
ployment to men and to _ create 
freight for the carriers.

reserve. Sinclair later paid Fall 
$233,000 for a third interest in the 
Cabinet officer’s New Mexico ranch 
property. 

Justice Hitz's charge to the jury, 
characterized by the defense as un- 
fair and depriving Fall of the right 
to trial by jury, was described by 
the prosecutor as fair to the de- 
fendant.

\ A Defense of Poland. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


N reply to H. Thomas and the writer 


signing himself Square Deal and your 


own palpably unfair analysis of the Po- 
lish-German impasse, allow me to state 
that you do not or cannot operly ap- 
preciate Poland's side of the/question. 
The causes of the disputefare maliy and 
varied. German assu 
and the inherent Teutonic arrogance are 
among the first. The recent turbulent 
Polish elections were a direct answer to 
the highly disquieting and inflammatory 
Hitler demonstrations which, in certain 
respects, were avowedly aimed against 
Poland. Even if the German Government 
did not tolerate these belligerent mani- 
festations, they were a sufficient indica- 
tion to Poland of how the wind was 
blowing. Only in presenting @ united 
front could Poland maintain her security. 
The multiplicity of political parties in 
Poland was rapidly heading the country 
toward chaos and politica] anarchy. The 
German and Communist minorities pcar- 
ticularly were discordant elements. 
Stringent measures became 


compatriots across the border, was not 
altogether blameless in the matter. It 
takes two to make a quarrel. 

In such times of stress and uncertainty 
the rights of individuals and minorities 
must necessarily be curtailed. A too as- 
siduoug regard for the rights of individ- 
uals and the policy of liberum veto once 
before cost Poland her liberty. Dictator- 
ships are indispensable under such cir- 
cumstances. Moreover, you do not even 
consider Minister Zaleski’s explanation 
that the regrettable incidents were gross- 
ly overstated in the papers and that those 
deprived of the right of franchise were 
not Polish citizens. Does eny country 
permit non-citizens to vote? The “blood- 
shed’ consisted of two casualties, both of 
which were Polish. 

Some of our own elections in America 
are accompanied by a greater amount 
of slaughter and terrorism, particularly 
in the South. Minorities everywhere are 
persecuted and discriminated against and 
will be as long as human nature remains 
what it is). Then why turn the spotlight 
of public opinion upon Poland in partic- 
ular? In America, for instance, the for- 
eign minority is subjected to social ostra- 
cism and political strictures. The Com- 
munist minority is persecuted here as in 
few other civilized countries. The shame- 
ful treatment of Negroes alone discoun- 
tenances American pretension to being 
the land of liberty and equality.

WHILE THE PEOPLE STARVE. - 

Washington is fighting furiously, and the Red 
Cross is poignantly appealing for funds to a public 
that is responding slowly and disappointingly, and 
people impoverished by the drouth are in desperate 
circumstances. 

A circular letter from the St. Louis chapter of 
the Red Cross tells how terribly money is needed. 
It is needed for food, clothing, medicine. It is need- 
ed to save life. The situation is described in .the 
letter as appalling. There are 900,000 people in ac- 
tual want, we are told, in the seven states of Mis- 
souri, Illinois, Louisiana, Arkansas, Mississippi, 
Oklahoma and Texas. “And this from only seven of 
the 21 states in the drouth area.” A quota of $220,- 
000 was fixed for the St. Louis chapter. Thus far 
only $108,000 has been pledged, and that under the 
pressure of unusual solicitation. 

How much money should be provided properly to 
meet the relief requirements apparently is not 
known. No survey has been made, no information 
assembled, which would enable the administration, 
or Congress, or the public, or the Red Cross to pro- 
ceed intelligently. 

In the unbecoming controversy at Washington 
those who propose action by the Government have 
asserted that the $10,000,000, to be raised by public

The Post-Dispatch fs not alarmed by the cry of 
precedent. We cannot share the fears of those who 
see afar the deplorable consequences to follow the 
Government's discharge of a humanitarian obliga- 
tion. We are confronted by an emergency without 
parallel in our history. Emergency legislation, to 
be sure, contains the seed of permanent policy, but 
that is a risk which governments must take, and 
that is a responsibility which resolute statesman- 
ship does not shirk.

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FRANCHISES AND HOME RULE. 

Representative Elmer O. Jones of Macon County 
has prepared a bill which proposes to give all Mis- 
souri cities of more than 75,000 population control 
of public utility rates by authorizing them to fix 
rates in franchises or contracts with utilities. Let 
no one be deceived that cities can achieve home rule 
in this manner. 

In the light of decisions of the Missouri Supreme 
Court in the Kansas City street railway and other 
cases, Mr. Jones’ bill is not worth the paper it is 
written on. The court has repeatedly held that the 
fixing of public utility rates cannot be abridged 
by the Legislature or by the terms of a franchise 
between a municipality and a public utility. The 
moment a municipality grants a franchise to a pub 
lic utility it automatically divests itself of control 
over that utility’s rates. A franchise, or a contract, 
or a terminable permit, or whatever trick name may 
be used to designate a legislative grant, confers 
a vested right which the courts must respect. Last 
October, referring to a similar movement for a spuri- 
ous “home rule” in St. Louis, we said: 

Having discovered the popularity of home rule 
over transportation, the street car company now 
pretends to espouse it. And the company’s prop- 
aganda dodger, Transit News, presumes to tell 
the public how home rule may be had. Amend 
the State public service act, it says, and give St. 
Louis a city transit commission as New York 
has. But everybody knows that a city transit 
commission would have to regulate the street 
car company, so long as it has a franchise, the 
same way the State commission does, under the 
law of the land laid down by the United States 
Supreme Court. The company would be just as 
succeseful in holding a city commission to the 
Supreme Court's decisions as it has been with 
the State Commission. 

Only by refusal to grant franchises can municipal- 
ities retain home rule over utilities. They can only 
achieve home rule by the issuance of day-by-day per- 
mits by some other public authority than the city’s 
legislative body.

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Why the British Dislike Us 


Americans, though racial kinsmen, profoundly irritate British because of dissimilarines 
that have arisen; high moral plane on which U. S. seeks co-operation in dry law

E are of the same stock, and once 
we had a common creed, a common 
set of prejudices and a common out- 
look on life. But for some time we have 
followed different paths, and our funda- 
mental fellow-feeling has become overlaid 
with a whole heap of dissimilarities. And 
in so far as America is dissimilar from us, 
of course we think that she is wrong. 

France, or any other foreign country, is 
also dissimilar from us; but then no iwn- 
glishman would expect or desire that a 
Frenchman or an Italian should be or think 
like himself. But we‘feel that we have a 
right to expect something better from you 
who, after all, had the advantage of an 
English education and speak the English 
language. And so you irritate us. My God, 
how you frritate us! 

What is it in the American people that 
irritates us so profoundly? The primary 
source of irritation lies, I think, in the 
complete inability of the average American 
to understand anyone else's point of view 
than his own, or indeed to believe that it 
is possible that there should be any other 
point of view than his own. It necessarily 
follows that he assumes his own point of 
view must be right, and that in so far as 
any other point of view exists, it springs 
either from ignorance or from dishonesty, 
or both. Hence a profound conviction of 
his own moral, mental and every other 
kind of superiority to the rest of the 
world.

The two big questions on which your 
sense of your Own moral superiority has 
been most blatant in recent years have 
been the war debts and prohibition. 

It seems to us that the question of war 
debts really depends upon the motives 
which brought you into the war. You 
came in because you were convinced 
(whether rightly or wrongly is immateria!) 
that it was a righteous war; or you came 
in because you recognized that if the Cen- 
tral Powers were victorious, you yourselves 
would be the next victims; or you came in 
because you thought you had squeezed al) 
the profit you could out of neutrality, and 
that there might now be more profit to be 
gained out of joining in on the winning side. 

If the latter was your reason, say so. 
We shail not grudge you your money, but 


you must not ask for, or at any rate expect 
to get, our moral approbation. 


But if your 
motive for entering the war was the same 


as ours—because you felt it was mor- 
ally right to do so and that your national 
security demanded it—then we do not un- 
derstand this sharp distinction which you 
draw between dollars on the 
and blood and tears on the other.

The question of prohibition is of course 
an entirely domestic question. It is no 
one’s business but your own if America 
chooses to impose upon the liberty of her 
citizens restrictions which we should regard 
as altogether outside the legitimate author- 
ity of a democratic government. But the 
American seems to regard it as intolerable 
that other nations should not, with in- 
stant humility. conform to his domestic 
prejudices. And it is here that the ques- 
tion of prohibition becomes of internation- 
al importance. The attempt to enforce 
prohibition in the United States has been 
accompanied by a whole series of outrages 
carried out by United States officers against 
British subjects and British property on 
the high seas or on Canadian soil. 

The American, in his curious egotism, 
apparently assumes as a matter of course 
that, because he chooses to indulge in what 
other nations can only regard as a fool- 
ish and indeed dangerous experiment, it is 
the obvious duty of those nations to alter 
their own laws, to reverse traditional eli- 
cies (and the three-mile limit for territo 
rial waters is at least as sacrosanct to 
us as is the Monroe Doctrine to you), and 
to acquiesce in lawless violations of their 
own territory and the murder of their own 
citizens on their own soil. And when oth- 
er nations protest, America is righteously 
indignant that her noble efforts to enforce 
a higher standard of morality upon a sin- 
ful world should be thus thwarted. Car 
you wonder that we are irritated?

Tt is indeed this moral and material con- 
descension of yours toward all other nations 
that we find particularly hard to bear. 
You are so conscious of your own superior- 
ity. Have you not become the richest na- 
tion in the world, and does it not therefore 
follow that you are more intelligent than 
other people? Was not your army in 1918 
the finest army then in the field. and does 
it not therefore follow that your young men 
and women are physically and morally 
superior to those of other nations?

most coveted. In fact, the war be- 
tween the North and the South 
was a death struggle between the 
young giant of machine industrial- 
ism with its democratic pretense, 
its hypocritical emphasis upon lib- 
erty, and the old aristocratic so- 
clety rooted in the earth. The old 
was bad enough for the masses 
involved, one readily grants, but it 
flowered in some peculiarly noble 
types. And here is one. 

Stuart’s life was lived out like 
a masterly short story, tense 
throughout and ending with a fit- 
ting climax. “All his life he was 
fortunate,” writes Thomason. “It 
was given to him to toil greatly, 
and to enjoy greatly, to taste no 
little fame from the work of his 
hands and to drink the best of the’ 
cup of living. He died while there 
was still a thread of hope for vic- 
tory. He took his death wound in 
the front of battle, as he wanted 
it, and he was granted some brief 
hours to press the hands of men 
who loved him, and to arrange 
himself in order, to report before 
the God of Battles, Whom he 
served.” 

The reference to God here is not 
rhetorical. It is clear that. this 
man who was a Major-General at 
30 and was dead at 32, profoundly 
believed that he served God first, 
his country next and after that 
the one woman and his children. 
Thus, it will be seen, he was hard- 
ly a sophisticated hero. He is quite 
definitely “dated,” as we say on 
our dizzy height of progressive 
modernity. 

And yet, somehow, when the book 
is closed, one believes a little more 
in human nature than usual and 
in life as being worth what it may 
cost. 

Aside from its greatness as a 
story, this study is valuable for 
the author’s vivid descriptions of 
famous battles, his evidently mas- 
terly analysis of the strategy and 
tactics involved.

In its haloed past every tumble- 
down brick and frame building 
hived its quota of unconventionals.

Life was dangerously experiment- 
al. Each attic was an open house 
to which drifted the gleaners, hop- 
ing for a free round of gin.

UNION ELECTRIC 
GIVES EVIDENCE 


City Seeks Through Cross- 
Examination to Lower 
Figures Fixed by Real 
Estate Experts. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
| Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 3.—By 
cross-examination of the Union 
Electric Light & Power Co.'s expert 
witnesses on real estate values, City 
Counselor Muench of 8st. Louis, 
sought yesterday to discount valua- 
tions assigned to various parcels of 
the company’s property. 
The proceeding is a hearing be- 
fore the State Public Service Com- 
mission on the petition of the City 


of St. Louis for reduction of about 
$1,000,000 a year in electric rates. 
The city contends that an audit of 
the company’s property and fin- 
ances recently completed by com- 
mission accountants shows the 
company would still earn a fair re- 
turn on a reasonable valuation aft- 
er making such a reduction. The 
company contends the audit, not 
being an actual physical appraisal 
of its properties, is not a competent 
basis for a rate reduction order. 

Having been overruled on mo- 
tions to dismiss the proceeding, the 
company has begun the presenta- 
tion of detailed evidence of pres- 
ent value. Three St. Louis real es- 
tate dealers who qualified as ex- 
perts have presented evidence as 
to each of the pieces of land owned 
by the company in or near St 
Louis. They are Fred J. Zeibig, 
William A. Giraldin and Mayor E. 
D. Ruth Jr., of University City.

On the company’s right-of-way 
between its Page avenue substation 
and Florissant.

parison between the work that 
ballplayers and fighters must do 
to remain in condition. 

“Boxers really have to work 
for every fight,” Bramell ex- 
plained. “Of course, there is the 
important matter of weight and 
the fighter must be careful of 
what he eats, so that he'll re- 
main in his proper weight class, 
so that’s one worry that he has 
that doesn’t bother the baseball 
athlete. But the real difference 
is in the physical condition of 
the two. The ballplayer goes 
through six weeks of spring 
training and then is through for 
the year, except for a little work- 
out before each game’ and possi- 
bly morning practice occasional- 
ly in the spring when the team is 
at home. 

“The ballplayer doesn’t have 
to worry about his weight, he 
eats what he pleases except at 
the noon meal, 
is about the only diamond ath- 
lete who has to follow any rou- 
tine to remain in top working 
condition. He must protect his 
arm from cold and take. the- 
proper rest and exercise after 
each game he pitches. The other 
‘players, however, can forget 
baseball, as far’ as training is 
concerned, from one afternoon 
to the next.

ULES TURNOUR, who was born 

in a circus wagon in Spain more 

than 80 years ago and spent his 
entire life, until. his retirement in 
1928, under canvas, is dead, and as 
he prophesied, his passivg marks 
the end of the era of the white- 
faced clowns who developed and 
used the art of pantomime to its 
fullest and won the love of mil- 
lions in the halcyon days of the 
one-ring circus, 

Jules retired chiefly because age 
was beginning to catch up with 
him and because he did not like 
the modern three-ring circus which 
he described as a “mammoth 
monstrosity."" In the days of the 
great clowns, he used to say, the 
circus depended for its popularity 
on the drama and glamor of its 
performances, In those days, “gone 
forever,” the clown spoke to his 
audiences in the universal language 
of pantomime as well as by tongue. 

His last appearance in the cir- 

cus ring was two years ago in 
Madison Square Garden, where he 
went through his strenuous routine 
despite his 78 years. He didn't 
like the hurly-burly of the three 
rings very much, nor the roof over 
his head and the tremendous 
crowds to whom he could not make 
his voice carry. “I would rather 
get soaked to the skin under the 
tent top on a North Carolina prai- 
rie than to stay dry under this 
roof,” he remarked after a per- 
formance. 
Born to the circus, Jules never 
sought to leave it for other fields. 
He resented remarks disparaging 
to the profession of clowning and 
upheld its dignity always. 

“We clowns,” he once wrote, 
“have as much pride in our pro- 
fession as the most finished 
Shakspearean actor has in his. 
Why shouldn’t we? I have enjoyed 
my clowning and to have found 
contentment in one’s work is a 
great satisfaction. It does not 
come to every one. I know at 
least that I have caused a million 
little children to clap their hands 
in glee. 

“Like humorists,”” he continued, 
“clowns always have taken their 
profession seriously, for clowning 
has traditions of greatness. We 
must produce laughter, which is 


one of the few eterna) things.’s 
, s o . 


ANTOMIME, he explained, is 
Pin. basis of successful clown- 

ing: and he was fond of re- 
counting a conversation between 
Demetrius and the Roman Emper- 
or, Nero. Nero asked Demetrius 
what power he most coveted and 
was told “pantomime, for it needs 
no explaining.”’ 

To Jules, his calling was a seri- 
Ous matter requiring years of 
preparation and study. His own 
preparation for it began almost at 
birth. He studied the art of pan- 
tomime. He became an accom- 
plished acrobat because “‘to be a 
clown a man must be a good acro- 
bat.”” He studied seven languages 
because ‘‘a clown must be able to 
conduct a running conversation 
with many spectators in many 
countries.” 

While willing to discuss his pro- 
fession freely and at length, Old 
Jules, as the younger people of the 
circus all came to call him, rarely 
talked about his private affairs. His 
life, according to the men with 
whom he talked and whiled away

Jules rose to leave the 
office and at the door, paused to 
say lugubriously, “but I am Jules 
Turnour.” He never did say what 
the physician's response was. 

Jules was born of a French cir- 
cus family. Hig father was an ac- 
robat and his mother a former 
ballet dancer who had become too 
plump for the stage. His father was 
the owner of a small one-ring cir- 
cus with which he toured the provr- 
inces of France and Spain. His 
wife accompanied him to help 
manage the organization, and Jules 
first saw the light of day on a hot 
July afternoon in the Spanish prov- 
ince of Galicia. 

At the age of 6, his father ap- 
prenticed him to the 
famous circus family, and with 
them, the lad toured all over Bu- 
rope, acquiring the rudiments of 
his calling.

This increase is explained in part 
by an increase in the congregation 
of jarge numbers of individuals at 
swimming pools, gymnasia and 
other. places where they are liable 
to walk about bare foot. 

The fungus of ringworm is 
passed on from person to person, 
Its control, therefore, largely de- 
pends upon personal cleanliness and 
the care exercised by those af- 
flicted. 

Ringworm of the face, arms and 
scalp is sometimes contracted by 
contact with lower animals, par- 
ticularly from dogs and cats. AN 
animal showing moth eaten patches 
should be avoided. 

The disease as a rule is amen- 
able to treatment, although recur- 
rences are the rule. Occasionally, 
however, it is exceedingly stube 
born, disfiguring and incapacitat- 
ing. This is particularly true when 
the fungi attack the natis.
